Sniping Continues. 

Meanwhile, the French and 
Spanish governments continued 
sniping at each other over 
French charges that rebels in 
French Morocco were getting 
help and asylum in neighbor- 
ing Spanish Morocco. , 

To previous Spanish denials 
of the charge, the Foreign Min- 
istry in Madrid added the blunt 
statement that France's trou- 
bles in Morro are the result of 
“stupid policy” over the Mo- 
roccan throne 

The complicated machinery 
designed to give French Mo- 
rocco more self-rule began 
creaking into operation, but 
there was doubt whether it 
would satisfy fervent national- 
ists. The new four-man council 
of the throne, named as a com- 
promise to set up the first rep- 
resentative government the pro- 
tectorate has ever known, held 
its first meeting yesterday as 
student riots cost four lives in 
Marrakech. 

The council is taking over the 
functions of the throne, vacant 
since pro-French Sultan Moham- 
(med Ben Moulay Arafa was 
sent recently into exile in Tan<- 
giers. The council's first job.is 
to find a Premier capable of 
whipping together a Cabinet 
representative of all sections of 
opinion and still able to function 
effectively. 

The likeliest candidate was 
believed to be Fathmi Ben Sli- 
'mane, a learned and grave Mo- 
roccan whose short, grizzled 
beard makes him look older than 
his 47 years. Educated both in 
traditional Islamic and Western 
ideas, he is a moderate national- 
ist believed to have the confi- 
dence of both the French col- 
onists in Morocco and the man 
they fear most—ex-Sultan Mo- 
/hammed Ben Youssef. 
However, Ben Slimane ap- 
| parently could not depend .on 
the co-operation of the strong- 
est nationalist party, the Istiq- 
lal.

The President's condition 
continues:to progress satisfac- 
torily without complications. 

“After a good night's sleep 
of eight hours, the President 
awoke feeling refreshed and 
cheerful. For breakfast he had 
prunes, beef sausage, whole 
wheat toast and guava jelly, a 
glass of skimmed milk and a 
cup of black coffee. Mrs. Eisen- | 
hower joined the President at 
breakfast time. 

“His morning examinations 
show that his pulse and blood 
pressure continues to be nor- 


mal. His cardiogram continues 
to be satisfactory.” 

“At 11 am., the President 
was carefully lifted from his 


bed in his room into a wheel- 
chair. He was then rolled in 
the chair to the sun deck, 
where he remained outside for 
30 minutes.” 

Hagerty said it was the first 
time Mr. Eisenhower has used 
a wheelchair. However, he has | 

n permitted to sit in an) 
eafy chair for short periods 
smce Saturday. Medical corps- 
mi@n wheeled Mr. Eisenhower

The President waved cheer- 
fully from the wheelchair to 
hospital patients on a lawn 
eight floors below. His brother, 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, was 
scheduled to pay him a social 
visit at lunch 

Points to Opinions. 

In the letter to Gov. Roberts, 
Mr. Eisenhower said “many 
segments of industry” believe 
atomic power eventually will 
compete with power from con- 
ventional fields. 

The President did not spell 
out what federal assistance 
might be available. The Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954 liberalized 
the extent to which the AEC 
can aid private interests in 
building nuclear reactors. 

Mr. Eisenhower said the AEC 
program ‘‘was based on the ex- 
pectation that industry would 
accept a substantial share of the 
responsibility and cost for the 
development.”

Dulles said, because it does not 
know what types of armaments 
are involved. The value of sec- 
ond-hand arms, often discards, 
is not easy to judge, he said.

States, Britain and France 
have an obligation to prevent 
the balance of powers from 
shifting in favor of the Arab 
states and against Israel.

in the area 

The declaration must be ap- 
plied to the facts and some of 
the facts are obscure, Dulles 
said. He agreed it was desirable 
to avoid a serious imbalance of 
power and an arms race.

thus in effect retained the 


higher rates on a permanent 
basis, as requested by the rail- 
roads. 

The ICC also directed that the 
one-time temporary increases 
should no longer be treated 
as a surcharge on freight bill- 
ings. The higher rates are thus 
made part of the established 
rate structure. 

At recent hearings, the rail- 
roads contended that many 
lines would be in financial dif- 
ficulty if the rates dropped 
back to the 1952 levels. 

The National Coal Associa- 
tion and some other shipping 
interests fought to preserve the 
expiration date. 

The action today was taken 
by nine of the 11-member com- 
mission, with no dissents noted. 
Commissioners J. Haden All- 
dredge and Kenneth H. Tuggle

President Nixon declared last 
night that “the chances for 
peace today are better than at 
any time since World War II.” 

At the same time, Nixon said, 
the leaders of this country, in 
coming negotiations with Rus- 
sia, “will be on the lookout for 


the real policies of the Kremlin 
—not merely professions of 
good will.” 


He said it is unfortunate that 
just before the start of the For- 
eign Ministers’ conference in 
Geneva “we are witnessing 
What appears to be an attempt 
to stimulate by proxy an arms 
race which could increase the 
chances for armed conflict in 
the Middle East.”

Nixon’s speech closed the |

Herald Tribune forum, which

From his 
sick bed in Denver, the Presi- | 
dent pledged all aid possible | 
to the disaster area. 

The Red Cross estimated the 
homes of 6900 famiiles were 
destroyed or damaged. 

The destruction of last week- 
end came nowhere near the 
severity of the Aug. 19 floods. 
In Connecticut alone that dis- 
aster took 74 lives and caused 
more than $215,000,000 in dam- 
age, compared with 16 dead 
and missing in the second 
round of floods.

Big Three Wrangle About Polish 
Borders—When Stalin Says No 
Germans Remain in Disputed 
Area, Adm. Leahy Whispers, 
‘Bolshies Killed All of Them.’

UR fifth session, on July 21, opened with a state- 


ment on the Polish question. I said it had been’ 


decided at’ Yalta that Germany would be occupied 
| by the Soviet Union, the United Kingdom, the United 
| States and France and that the Polish frontiers would 
be favorably considered by the four governments, but 
| that final settlement of the frontiers would be effected 
_at the peace conference. 


I pointed out that the three governments had 
decided upon zones of occupation in Germany. The 
| boundaries of these zones had been set and the Ameri- 
cans and the British had already gone into the areas 

| assigned to them. It now appeared, I said, as if 

another occupying government was being assigned a 

| zone in Germany. This was being done without con- 

 sultation, I charged, and if the Poles were actually to 
occupy this zone, an agreement on it should have been 
| reached. 


Stalin replied that the Yalta decision was that the 
| eastern frontiers of Poland should follow the Curzon line. 
In regard to the western frontiers, it had been decided at 
Yalta that Poland should receive cessions of territory in 
the north and west. 

| I agreed that this was a correct statement of the Yalta 
decision, but that it was not correct to assign a zone of 
, occupation to the Poles. 

Stalin declared that it was not accurate to say that 
the Russians had given the Poles a zone of occupation 
without agreement. What had happened, he explained, was 
that the German population in these areas had followed the 
German army to the west, and the Poles had remained. The 
Red Army, he said, had needed local administration in this 
territory. It could not clear out enemy agents and fight a 
war and set up an administration at the same time, and he 
was unable to see what harm had been done by the establish- 
ment of a Polish administration where only Poles remained. 

I replied that I had no objection to an expression of 
opinion regarding the western frontier, but I wanted it dis- 
tinctly understood that the zones of occupation would be 
exactly as established by previous agreement at Yalta. Any 
other course, I warned, would make reparations very difficult, 


particularly if part of the German territory was gone before | 


agreement was reached on what reparations should be. 

Stalin boasted that the Soviet Union was not afraid of 
the reparations question and would, if necessary, renounce 
reparations entirely. 

In response to this, I observed that however this matter 
was handled, the United States would get no reparations— 
that what we were trying to do was to keep from paying 
the reparations bill from the United States Treasury, as we 
had done after World War I. 

Stalin then said that no frontiers had been ceded at 
Yalta except for the provision that Poland would receive 

territory. The Western frontier question was open and the 
' Soviet Union was not bound. 
I turned to Stalin. “You are not?” 
“No,” replied Stalin. 


Churchill Bides His Time on Speaking. 


Churchill remarked that he had a good deal to say about 
the actual line, but gathered that it was not yet the time 
for saying it. 

I agreed that it was not possible for the heads of govern- 
ment to settle this question. It was a matter for the peace 
conference. 

Stalin replied that the Soviet government had made a 
decision in regard to the western frontier of Poland. He 
added that he fully appreciated the difficulties that would 
arise in transferring this territory from the Germans to 
the Poles, but that the German people were principally to 
blame for these difficulties. Churchill, he said, had quoted 
the figure of eight and a quarter million as the population 
of this area. It should be remembered, Stalin said, that 
there had been several “call-ups” during the war, and that 
the rest of the population had left before the Soviet army 
arrived. He emphasized that no single German remained 
in the territory to be given Poland. 

“Of course not,” Adm. Leahy whispered to me. 
Bolshies have killed all of them!” 

Stalin went on to say that between the Oder and the 
Vistula the Germans had quitted their fields which were 
now being cultivated by the Poles. It was unlikely, he said, 
that the Poles would agree to the return of these Germans. 

Of course, I knew that Stalin was misrepresenting the 
facts. The Soviets had taken the Polish territory east of 
the Curzon line and they were now trying to compensate 
Poland at the expense of the other three occupying powers. 
I would not stand for it, nor would Churchill. I was of 
the opinion that the Russians had killed the German popu- 
lation or had chased them into our zones. 


Mr. Truman Tired of Sitting. 


I was getting tired of sitting and listening to endless 
debate on matters that could not be settled at this con- 
ference, yet took up precious time. I was anxious also to 
avoid any sharpening of the verbal clashes in view of the 
more immediate and urgent questions that needed to be 
settled. I was becoming very impatient, and, on a number 
of occasions, I felt like blowing the roof off the Palace. 

When Stalin concluded, I said I wanted to declare again 
that the occupation zones in Germany should be occupied 
as agreed upon. The question of whether the Poles should 
have part of Germany, I said, could not be settled here. 

The argument continued between Stalin and Churchill. 

At last, I intervened to say that it seemed to be an 
accomplished fact that a large piece of Germany had been 
given to the Poles. We could talk about boundaries and 
Feparations and feeding problems, but the Poles, I empha- 
Sized, had no right to take this territory and remove it from 
the German economy. Simply stated, I said, the case was 
this: Were the zones valid until peace terms had been signed, 
@r were we going to give Germany away piecemeal? 

Stalin recapitulated his claims for Polish control of the 
Grable lands and the coal mines of Silesia, saying that his 
Policy was to make things difficult for the Germans, so that 
German power would not rise again. It was better to make 
J difficulties for the Germans, he reasoned, than for the Poles.

Reports are beginning to circulate about how 
the Missouri delegation to the Democratic na- 
tional convention next year intends to vote in 


the selection of a nominee. The interesting thing 


about these reports is that they announce the in- 
tentions of delegates who have not yet been 
selected. 

In so freely predicting how the yet unchosen 
delegates will vote, the party's state leaders 
are merely saying, in an indirect way, that Mis- 
souri voters have virtually no voice in the selec- 
tion of party nominees for President. 

Missouri voters, in contrast to those in many 
states, do not get to express their sentiments on 
the various potential nominees in a presidential 
preference primary. Neither do Missouri voters, 
in contrast to those in some other states, get to 
express their sen iments on the nominees by vot- 
ing for convention delegates. 

Missouri voters, in fact, stand on the sidelines 
every four years while voters in other states par- 
ticipate, to one degree or another, in the nomina- 
tion’ process. Missouri's sentiments are voiced, 
not by the voters and not by direct representa- 
tives of the voters, but by a handful of party 
leaders who feel so sure of themselves that they 
can announce months ahead of time what an 
unknown Missouri delegation is going to do. 

The lack of a presidential preference primary 
has long been a serious shortcoming of Missouri 
election laws. Last year’s Republican state con- 
vention, to its credit, adopted a platform calling 
for such a primary as well as for a June instead 
of August date. Legislation to carry out these 
pledges was introduced in this year's General 
Assembly, but quietly quashed. 

So next year, as in other presidential years, 
Missouri voters in both parties will stand aside 
while the leaders of the organizations do the de- 
ciding on presidential nominees. 

Some time next spring, meetings will be held 
in each congressional district to choose district 
delegates to the national conventions, and a state 
convention will be held to choose at-large dele- 
gates. The participants in these district and 
state meetings will be chosen at ward and town- 
ship meetings which are theoretically open to 
the public. But most of the public will not 
know when or where the meetings are being 
held. So the meetings will be dominated entirely 
by the organization leaders, who will expect 
“their” delegates to reflect their views. 

. If the people ever want to get in on the act, 
they will have to persuade their legislators to 
adopt a presidential preference primary law. 
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Promises and Threats 

Matthew M. Neely, West Virginia's fiery Demo- 
cratic veteran of many sessions of the Senate, 
is having at the International Co-operation Ad- 
ministration because it has not bought 2,000,000 
tons of coal from his state as the Senator says 
the ICA promised to do. 

Senator Neely says that the promise, made 
by Harold E. Stassen, “won many votes in our 
area for the Republican ticket last year.”

The voters should ignore prom- 
ises. They also should close their ears to threats. 
Any promising for the sake of votes was poor 
stuff last year and little more can be said now 
for threatening the Republicans with reprisals 
at the polls next year.

A decade has passed since the first jet fighter 
planes of the Nazi air force appeared over Ger- 
many, but it has been a short decade. Now Boe- 
ing’s new 707 Stratoliner, created for air travel, 
has flown from Seattle to Washington and back 
in eight hours. That is less time than is usually 
required for the one-way flight. 

There is other evidence that the jet age has 
dawned for civilian purposes. Pratt & Whitney 
Aircraft has been advertising the use of its tur- 
bojet engines in both the Boeing 707 and the 
Douglas DC-8, another swept-wing four-engine 
craft. The latter is advertised to cruise at ‘575 
miles an hour with up to 131 passengers. In ad- 
dition, Lockheed Aircraft Corp. has announced 
its Electra as America’s first propeller-jet plane. 
It will go 100 miles an hour faster than any 
present propeller-driven plane. 

Though slower than the two new turbojets, the 
turboprop plane is considered more economical 
to operate, especially at the lower altitudes of 
shorter domestic flights. The Boeing 707 will no 
doubt be used first for high transoceanic jour- 
néys, as evidenced by orders for the plane from 
Pan American World Airways. 

All of these planes, of course, have a military 
background, beginning with World War II. Their 
development was speeded by defense orders for 
jet aircraft. In this respect the same historic pat- 
tern of the development of nuclear power and 
other scientific advances has repeated itself. But 
man can hardly claim real progress until his 
warlike ambitions are translated into peaceful 
utility. America will welcome the fast arrival of 
jet airliners. 
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Basic Reform in France? 

As Premier Faure's government faced another 
test on its North African policy, President Rene 
Coty was calling for a basic reform which would 
bring continuity to the functioning of the French 
government. He would rather see a cabinet fall 
than have a dictator take over, he said, since “‘it 
is better for the fuses to blow than for the house 
to burn down.” 

But French fuses blow too Often. “If the eldest 
of our contemporaries have known a hundred 
cabinets,” the French president said, “their par- 
ents within their lifetime have seen a dozen con- 
stitutional regimes succeed each other during 
revolutions, coups d'etat and disastrous wars.” 

Naturally, he favors the continuation of demo- 
cratic parliamentary government, but he wants 
its freedom modified by discipline and responsi- 
bility. He believes that some of its fickleness 
might be eliminated if greater authority were 
vested in the executive. This idea is not particu- 
larly new. Indeed the French were determined 
to have a new and a good constitution after 
World War II. But by the time all conflicting 
interests were more or less satisfied, the Fourth 
Republic was less stable than the Third. Even 
the more scrupulous politicians were agreeing 
with Faure that France can be governed— 
but only with special skill and dissimulation. 

Granted that colonial problems such as those 
of North Africa might have arisen with the 
most stable government in Paris, yet such a 
goveraument would have been better equipped 
to dea! vii the problem than one affected by 
every irrelevant political breeze. The need for 
basie reforms has been recognized before this. 
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But perhaps President Coty can get matters be- 
yond mere talk and the mystic faith that France 
somehow always survives.

Why Sgt. Provoo Was Freed. 

If what the Army has said about John David 
Provoo, World War II sergeant, is only half true, 
the facts would condemn him as a thoroughly 
undesirable person. 

The former San Francisco bank clerk was 
charged with seven treasonable acts while a 
member of the armed forces. One of these was 
his alleged report to the Japanese that a fellow 
war prisoner, Capt. Burton C. Thomson was 
unco-operative with his captors and anti-Japanese 
in attitude—a report said to have been responsi- 
ble for Capt. Thomson's execution. Another was 
the allegation that Provoo had broadcast wartime 
propaganda to American troops on behalf of the 
Japanese. Still another was. that he had abused 
fellow soldiers in Japanese prison camps. 

But under the United States Constitution 


every accused person is entitled to a fair trial 


no matter what the charge against him. It was 
this that caused the Federal Court of Appeals 
in New York to reverse Provoo’s conviction in 
a lower court. It was this basic principle that 
caused Federal District Judge Thomsen of Balti- 
more to order Provoo released last March on the 
ground that he had waited five and a half years 
in custody and that this violated the constitu- 
tional requirement for a speedy trial. And this 
same devotion to constitutional principles has 
led the Supreme Court to bar the Federal Gov- 
ernment from further prosecuting Provoo. 

There are times when the Government's con- 
duct becomes more serious than the defendant's 
alleged offense. So it is with Provoo. Better that 
he go free than that the Government, to use 
the words of the late Justice Brandeis, play an 
ignoble part.

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The Second Salk Shots 

Congratulations are due the parents of St. 
Louis area children who have given permission 
for the second round of polio shots this week. 

In the public schools, where 18,000 first and 
second graders received their first shots last 
spring, parental consent for the second shot has 
been nearly 100 per cent. 

Considering all the confusion, the starting and 
stopping, the misinformation and the excitement 
which surrounded the start of the inoculation 
program last spring, this is a remarkable record 
of calm confidence in the vaccine. How much of 
that confidence should be attributed to the Pub- 
lic Health Service's new and tighter safety 
standards cannot be estimated. But if the de- 
tailed preparations and caution which have gone 
into the program since last spring had gone 
into it prior to the first shots, a great deal of 
trouble would have been avoided, and a great 
many children would have received complete 
polio protection prior to this season. 
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A Non-Worrying Foreign Problem 

At a time when upheavals seem to be occur- 
ring almost everywhere abroad and when each 
crisis in Europe, Asia or Africa means a head- 
ache for the United States, there is one foreign 
dilemma which we almost welcome. We could 
live with it for years and years. This is New 
Zealand’s discovery that it no longer has a term 
by which to describe itself officially. It is not a 
kingdom, nor a republic, nor a union, nor a fed- 
eration, let alone an empire. 

Until 1907, it was a colony. Then until the 
adoption of the Statute of Westminster in 1931, 
or at least until the ratification of the statute 
by New Zealand in 1947, it was a dominion. But 
constitutional authorities seem to agree that since 
then the terms no longer applies. 

They seem, however, to be converging on a 
way out. They see it in the formula by which 
the British queen was proclaimed: “Elizabeth the 
Second, by Grace of God, of the United Kingdom, 
New Zealand and her other Realms and Terri- 
tories, Queen, Head of the Commonwealth, De- 
fender of the Faith.” That, say the authorities, 
makes their country the Realm of New Zealand.

Their Firsts at Last 

It is a coincidence worth remarking that plans 
are at this very moment in the making to film 
the first major novels of two distinguished Amer- 
ican novelists. These are William Faulkner's 
“Soldier’s Pay” and Ernest Hemingway's “The 
Sun Also Rises.” Why are these novels coming 
into their celluloid own just now, when they have 
been lying around unfilmed for a quarter of a 
century? 

After all this time, we retain no clear impres- 
sion of “Soldier's Pay” except that it was about 
aviation and hardly as good as “The Sound and 
the Fury,” or any one of a number of short 
stories by Faulkner. “The Sun Also Rises,” how- 
ever, still impresses us as Hemingway's best, and 
a re-reading of it only this year confirmed that 
impression in full. 

Here was the truly lean and muscular Heming- 
way prose without the decorations, pretensions 
and complications that came to overlie it more 
and more as Hemingway came to have less and 
less to say. For in “The Sun Also Rises” he was 
speaking of and to a lost generation, words of 
courage beyond cynicism or despair. 

Just as readers in China found “Gone With 
the Wind” a story of their own experience, torn 
as they have been with civil strife, so young 
Americans today, we think, might find the spirit 
of “A Sun Also Rises” pertinent to their own 
times and tempers. It is time again for cour- 
age beyond the destruction of war and the 
subtler destroying powers that come with war's 
aftermath, 
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Last of the Generals 

The death of Manuel Avila Camacho near 
Mexico City will recall to many North Americans 
that this was the man who brought Mexico into 
World War II on the side of the United States. 
A former general himself, Avila Camacho as 
president reorganized Mexican defenses, sent an 
air squadron to fight in the Philippines and put 
Mexico’s strategic war materials at the disposal 
of the Allies. 

But Avila Camacho will have an important 
place in Mexico's history not so much because 
of his military background as because he was 
the “last of the generals.” Until his term ended 
in 1946, the presidential palace had been occu- 
pied by a succession of military men. Miguel Ale- 
man, who succeeded him, was @ civilian career 
official who defeated two generals in the election 
and had Avila Camacho's support in doing so. 
The last of the generals helped to prepare the 
way for real civilian government.

The nation has just emerged from a 
National Newspaper Week during which 
the press was set to sound off on the 
slogan—‘“the right of the people to 
knew.” 

I am still in a fog. After listening to 
the stuffed shirts who speak in the name 
of American journalism, I am still skep- 
tical about any advance that has been 
made in the right of the people to know. 

I speak out of 50 years of experience 
in the newspaper field. During these 


years I have seen 
a big change —a 
dangerous one — in 


the attitude of pub- 
lic officials. 

In earlier decades 
it was recognized 
that under a repre- 
sentative form of 
government, the 
representatives of 
the people in the 
halls of legislation 
were supposed to be 
the servants of the 
people. 

Today, under gov- 
ernments on both 
the national and state levels which are 
controlled by a dictatorship of wealtu, 
public officials are beginning to act 
more like masters of the people rather 
than their servants. They now use secre- 
cy to hide this relationship. 

The people of the United States 
should begin to give some thovcht to 
the fact that government is increasingly 
retreating behind the walls of secrecy. 

There is something to think about in 
the fact that 40 per cent of the meet- 
ings of congressional committees are 
held in secret. The committees that re- 
ported the tax bills to the Eighty-third 
Congress permitted no citizens to ap- 
pear on the bill. Even members of Con- 
gress were excluded from the hearings. 

There were not more than 25 mem- 
bers of Congress who knew what was in 
the bill when it came up for passage and 
nearly two years later lawyers are still 
trving to find out what is in this lJaw— 
a law which affects every man, woman 
and child in the United States. 

The Internal Revenue Service, 
the Wisconsin Tax Department, 
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like 
is sur- 


rounded by an Iron wall of secrecy. Each 
year the Internal Revenue Department 
hands out tax refunds and grants tax 
privileges running into billions of 
dollars and without any review by 
Congress 

The military department has always 
been the most extravagant and wasteful 
branch of government, Under the guise 
of security regulations, the military op- 
erates behind walls of secrecy. 

Let’s take a look at the astounding 
things that have been done behind the 
walls of secrecy. An order came from 
the executive department directing the 
Atomic Energy Commission to make a 
$100,000,000 deal with the Dixon-Yates 
utility crowd. 


The head of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission tried to hide this deal from the 
people by saying that it was a defense 
project, when its main object was to 
scuttle TVA. 

The Federal Power Commission se- 
cretly voted to turn the Hell’s Canyon 
power site over to the Idaho Power Co. 
The action of the commission was kept 
secret for eight days and commission 
action was made public after Congress 
adjourned.

So Goes Argentina

We shall be disposed to concede that 
the ouster of Juan Peron has brought a 
return of liberty to Argentina when the 
successor provincial government re- 
stores the newspaper La Prensa, of 
Buenos Aires, to its rightful owners, Dr. 
Alberto Gainza Paz and his family. It 
was a free and honest newspaper when 
he published it. It has been a propa- 
ganda sheet and a disgrace since it was 
confiscated by the Peron regime in 
1951. 


Now that Peron is out, it might be 
thought that one of the first acts of the 
government of Gen. Eduardo Lonardi 
would be to give La Prensa back to its 
exiled owners. But the provisional gov- 
ernment has been in no hurry te do so. 
The paper continues to be owned and 
published by the Peronista General Con- 
federation of Labor, to which Peron 
“sold” it late in 1951, with funds ad- 
vanced out of the national treasury to 
make up the purchase price. 


President Lonardi has sized up the 
G.C.T. as the most formidable threat to 
his regime. He has tried to buy peace 
with this huge racket labor organiza- 
tion, which was the chief prop of the 
Peron dictatorship, by agreeing, among 
other things, not to “modify the situa- 
tion” of La Prensa. 


A legalistic defense is offered for this 
cowardice in the contention that the 


seizure and subsequent “sale” of La 
Prensa was approved by the Congress 
which acted as a rubber stamp for 
Peron’s decisions. But the fraudulence 
of this exaggerated respect for a discred- 
ited legislative organ is apparent to 
everyone. Lonardi has falsified his own 
defense by dissolving Congress and call- 
ing for new elections. He is, in fact, 
in process of arresting the former mem- 
bers of the House and Senate. 


La Prensa called the shots on Peron 
as Jong as it had any surviving freedom. 
The dictator and his union stooges over- 
threw the newspaper by rigging a strike 
of news vendors who demanded an ex- 
orbitant share of advertising and cir- 
culation income. Peron then moved in 
on a convenient pretext to close down 
the plant and eventually to expropriate 
the newspaper. It was turned over after 
that to the G.C.T. to become another 
voice in the chorus trumpeting Peron's 
praise. 

If this disposition is allowed to con- 
tinue, we need look no further for 
evidence of the nature of the regime 
that has succeeded Peron. It could 
probably not be as bad as the Peron 
dictatorship, but it will be little differ- 
ent and little better. The rights of 
free men, foremost among them. the 
freedom of the press, will have as little 
respect under one government as under 
the other,

| Was never meant to be a drama. 


By Shaw’s own statement, it 


was “totally extraneous” as the 
dream sequence™of the third 
| act of his “Man and Superman,” 
and was not intended to he 
played. It was rather a literary 
tour de force of wit and intel- 
lect, in which Shaw found con- 
venient mouthpieces to expound 
his flood of ideas, all shock- 
ingly heterodox for the times, 
on such subjects as morality, 
Fabian socialism, creative evo- 
lution, the Superman and Shaw’s 
_pet Life Force, man’s will 
towards self-destruction and 
casual off-hand slaps at poli- 
ticians, medical men and re- 
formers. 

It was, when written a half 
century ago, and still is, almost 
overpoweringly brilliant, a mas- 
ter magician-juggler dazzling 
you with the glitter of his eva- 
nescent balls of “Shavian So- 
cratic dialogue,” darting an epi- 
gramatic rapier through an 
established idea, then, before 
you can fairly capture him, 
bouncing off like a will o’ the 
wisp on his gleeful raid on the 
strongholds of orthodoxy.

HOOVER ANSWERS 
COMMISSION CRITICS 


Denies Water Resources 
Group Was Packed With 
‘Svecial Interests.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 18 (AP)

*| Hoover says the second Hoover 
| Commission on Government Re- 


organization “never divided on 


| political grounds” and did not 


pack its water resources task 
force with “special interests.” 
His views are summed up in 


an article in the November issue 
of the Democratic Digest, publi- 


cation of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee. The digest 
criticized the Hoover commis- 
sion in its September issue. It 
invited Hoover to give his side 
when he “questioned the con- 
clusions” of the digest analysis. 

The Democratic magazine had 
charged the former President 
had “stacked” commission task 
forces in an effort to “turn back 


the clock” of Government pol- 


icy. It said he excluded public 
power advocates from a re- 
source task force. It said fur- 
ther that Congress failed to act 
in the last session on any major 
recommendation of the commis- 
sion. 


Hoover in his reply said the 
commission, set up to find ways 
to increase efficiency and re- 

uce expenses of Government, 
determined at the start that 
“party politics” should not en- 
ter into its conclusions. He said 
he “never even heard men- 
tioned a reference to political 
party effect of any conclusion.” 


He declared no inquiry into 
party affiliations of task force 
members was ever made, al- 
though he said they did em- 
brace members of both parties, 
as did the commission itself. 


“The water. resources task 
force was not packed with 
special interests,” he wrote. “It 
comprised 15 engineers, »five 
lawyers, three governors or for- 
and a publi: 
accountant. They included meme 
bers of both parties. 


“When a motion was made in 
the commission to place three 
persons on the tusk force ‘who 
believe in the principle of fed- 
eral public power development,’ 
it was tabled by a vote of 10 
to 1, in which three Democrats 
concurred, on the ground that 
such action would necessitate 
appointment of three persons 
also to represent the public 
utility interests. 

“Instead the commission voted 
unanimously to authorize the 
task force to hold public hear- 
ings at which individuals and 
representatives of groups could 
| present their views.” 

Hoover said 141 of the com- 
mission's recommendations re- 
quire legislation and more than 
200 bills have been introduced 
in Congress for this purpose.

the stock market has had some spectacular spills. But per- 
haps the actual money losses in stocks—sad as they are— 
haven’t been as spectacular as some folk may assume. 

Take the 60 widely representative stocks 
that make up the Associated Press stock aver- 
ages. They include many blue chips, but also 
some low priced stocks, and they cover many 
industries as well as railroads and utilities. 

If at the close of business Sept. 23—the 
day before the President's illness began—you 
had bought one share of each of the 60 stocks 
it would have taken $4246.25. The average 
would be $70.77 per share. 

If at the close of the market Friday, Oct. 
14—three weeks later—you had sold these 
same 60 shares, you would have received 
$3845.25. The average per share comes to $64.09.

And persons who 
bought at the top and sold last Friday have plenty to grumble 
about. But the thing to remember is: Those who bought at 
the top of the market and sold on the recent tumble are probably 
a very small minority of the stockholders of the country.

‘They Make the World Sing 
usical Star-Makers of Broadway 


Rodgers and Hammerstein Seek Out, Select Fresh, New. Talent for Their Shows

This is the last of three ar- 
ticles on the careers and pri- 
vate lives of two men who 
have written some of the 
world’s most unforgettable 
songs, plus hit musicals like 
—. and “South Pa- 
cific.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (INS). 


IKE Oscar Hammerstein's 
L, immortal “Ol’ Man River,” 

Broadway's greatest musical 
team “jes’ keeps rollin’ along.” 
With each production, composer 
Richard Rodgers and lyricist 
Hammerstein seem to. reach 


‘ new emotional depth, to grow in 


artistic stature. 


With each new Rodgers and 
Hammerstein musical, a new 
galaxy of stars seems to blaze 
across the Broadway marquees. 
For most of them, it has been a 
breathless, nonstop trip from 
obscurity. There’s no real mys- 
tery to the R. & H. success 
formula. It’s a combination of 
their own perfectly-matched 
talents, their faith in new talent 
and the greatest urge in show 
business to try something new. 

The stars they have made are 
legion—and they never stop 
looking. Like a major league 
baseball club with its farm sys- 
tem, the production firm of 
Rodgers and Hammerstein main- 
tains a whole staff that does 
nothing but search for fresh, 
new talent. 

It’s almost a ritual that every 
Thursday morning, the partners 
go to the theater and listen to 
at least 20 young hopefuls who 
have survived the critical eye 
and ear of casting director John 
Fearnley. There are regular 
semifinals and finals in their 
tryouts. Sometimes they'll hear 
the same candidate two or three 
times. 


What are they searching for? 
Hammerstein puts it this Way: 

“Some people have the kind 
of personality that immediately 
attracts you. Some command 
your concentration without try- 
ing to. That’s the kind of tal- 
ent we are looking for—some- 
one who is good and looks at- 
tractive.” 


It was their well-organiged 
audition system that turned up 
a pert unknown named Shirley 
Jones who won stardom in her 
very first movie, the three-hour 
spectacle “Oklahoma!” pre- 
miered on Broadway last week. 

The honey-blonde brewer's 
daughter from Smithton, Pa. 
population 800), was a trem- 
bling 19 when she walked onto 
the stage and sang “The Best 
Things in Life are Free” for 
casting director Fearnley twe 
years ago last month. 

“Wait right there,” he told 
the awed young singer. At the 
St. James Theater next door, 
Rodgers was rehearsing a road 
company of “Oklahoma!” Shir- 
ley sang for Rodgers who tele- 
phoned Hammerstein. Shirley 
sang again, then Rodgers an- 
nounced: 


“She’s the most perfect 
‘Laurey’ I’ve ever heard or 
seen.”

At 21, sparkling Shirley is 
now on location for the filming 
of another top R. & H. musical, 
“Carousel.” Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein call themselves Shir- 
ley’s “professional foster fa- 
thers.” To help guide her ca- 
reer, they have placed her un- 
der personal contract for seven 
years—the only such contract 
they've ever made. 

Twelve years ago, Rodgers 
and Hammerstein launched 
their historic partnership with 
what Broadway calls a “no- 
name” marquee. The “Okla- 
homa!” male lead, Alfred Drake 
(“Curly”), was only 23 and a 
newcomer. Celeste Holm (“Ado 
Annie”) had appeared only in 
dramatic roles. So had Howard 
Dasilva, the first villain, “Jud 
Fry.” 

The great Mary Martin proved 
an exception in “South Pa- 
cific.” Even today when Rodg- 
ers and Hammerstein talk of 
great talent, Mary Martin's 
name invariably comes up first. 

“Of course, she was a star 
even before ‘South Pacific,’ but 
we like to feel that perhaps she 
became an even greater star 
with us,” Hammerstein says. 

In “Carousel,” they intro- 
duced another virtual new- 
comer, John Rait (“Billy Bige-

low’). He had made his R. & H. 
debut in the Chicago company 
of “Oklahoma!” and now stars 
in the Broadway hit “Pajama 
Game.” 

And in their new musical due 
on Broadway Nov. 30, they’ll 
bring to the stage a TV dis- 
covery named Judy Tyler. 
From the set of “Pipe Dream” 
comes word that she’s another 
new sensation. 

When it comes to advising 
newcomers, Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein offer different — 
though not contradictory—sug- 
gestions. To get any place in 
the theater these days, Ham- 
merstein says: 

“For anyone who wants to go 
into the theater, I'd say first 
be prepared for failure. If you 
do something wrong or fail in 
business, the chances are that 
it will be known only among a 
certain group. But if you fail 
in the theater, it seems that 


everybody knows about it. You 
must have a thick skin.” 
Rodgers takes issue with 


Hammerstein’s theory that a 
person can “condition” himself 
to failure. Says the composer: 
“One can never get conditioned 
for a toothache.” 

But they share the same 
cheerfully optimistic view of the 
future—especially the future of 
that revolutionary entertain- 
ment vehicle: television. They 
are enthusiastic TV fans. 

Hammerstein calls television 
“probably the most important 
addition to living that has come 
to America since I was born in 


1895."" He doubts that they will 
get into it “actively,” explain- 
ing: 

“I'm too old now to start 


something new. I have much 
less of a grind producing a 
Broadway show.” 

Rodgers, however, hints that 
he'd like to get into TV—‘But 
I don’t know yet just how to 
make the jump from the thea- 
ter.” The composer's TV diet 
is “everything and anything” 
ranging from “The $64,000 
Question” to “Meet the Press.” 

Hammerstein even has his 
own favorite commercial. He 
likes the lilting melody for a 


permanent wave . commercial, 
sometimes hums it to himself. 

Rodgers doesn’t like to fly, 
so Hammerstein handles most 
of the business requiring long, 
fast trips. But if he can help it, 
Hammerstein never goes near 
their suite of offices at 488 
Madison avenue, in New York. 
That’s Rodgers’ domain. He 
likes business, and finds he has 
a great store of restless energy 
not nearly.consumed by his 
compesing. 

They generally hold their pro- 
duction conferences in the quiet 
of Hammerstein's green-carpet- 
ed, book-lined study on the 
third floor rear of a converted 


town house on East Sixty-third * 


street. 

But when it comes to creative 
work, they prefer the solitude 
of the country. Hammerstein 


retires to a remodeled 200-year- |

I am in my middle twen- 
ties. A few months ago 
I went to a dance with the 
girl I was engaged to 
marry.

As for me, I sit here as an invalid in a wheel chair.

ANSWER: I am always thankful for a reason to write 
about the automobile as a potential killer.

HE greatest potential ene- 
mies you have in your battle 
with the bulge are your 
relatives and friends. They con- 
stitute an unwitting fifth column 
as they bore from within while 
you struggle with avoirdupois. 

You must be prepared to dis- 
regard their ‘“well-wishing” and 
go your own way. You are in- 
telligent enough to realize that 
your physician’s advice is far 
more competent than any lay- 
man’s intended help. 

If you allow your relatives 
and friends to harass you with 
criticism, defeatist attitudes and 
faddist advice, you will have a 
greater obstacle to overcome 
than just the problem of ac- 
cepting the emotional basis of 
your obesity. 

Mistaken attitudes on the part 
of friends may upset your en- 
tire diet regime. You un- 
doubtedly will have friends who 
will feel that you are suffering 
greatly because of your re- 
stricted food intake program. 
These kind persons will urge 
you to sample delicacies. They 
believe this sort of thing is an 
act of hospitality and therefore 
in your interest. 

Frankly, these people are 
thoughtless. They can easily 
break down your most earnest 
determination at dieting. You 
must discourage them as much 
as you must discourage yourself 
from falling into the traps they 
set. 

Such friends are no better 
than the well-meaning people 
who will offer a reforming alco- 
holic “just one drink—after all, 
one drink won’t hurt.” 

You are also likely to en- 
counter a great deal of kidding. 
It will be a hard thing to take 
after a while. None the less, 
you must be prepared for this 
and do battle bravely. 


The. physical requirements 
necessary to a successful weight 
reduction program are Spartan 
enough without having 
dieter subjected to _ ridicule. 
Some of my patients complain 
bitterly that their friends 
charge them with being moti- 
vated purely by an overwhelm- 
ing vanity in their desire to rid 
themselves of excess weight. 
This form of ridicule is infan- 
tile, for vanity as a motivation 
in any area of life may be ex- 
tremely worthwhile. 


The desire to appear more at- 
tractive is a common thing in 
all of us. A clean-cut, healthy 
body, clothed neatly, is not an 
attainment which should be rep- 
rehensible. 

Patients have complained to 
me that relatives and close 
friends have become “prophets 
of doom or futility.” Instead of 
encouragement, they will try to 
show the dieter the alleged use- 
lessness and unattainability of 
pound-losing. 

They make claims that obese 
persons can never become slim 
because it is their nature to be 
fat. Sometimes they will admit 
that a little weight can be taken 
off, but they quickly add that 
once the dieter no longer has 
the assistance of his physician 
and his “reducing pills,” he will 
quickly regain his corpulence. 

Some of these “‘good friends” 
won't hesitate to tell you how 
“terrible” you look once you 
have lost weight, for there is a 
looseness of skin and an un- 
equal loss at various parts of 
the body. The inference is that 
your health has been impaired 
in some manner. 

You must understand clearly 
that loose skin and unequal loss 
of fat is a temporary state in 
the course of the diet. Once 
you attain normal weight, a 
more equal distribution of your 
body fat is almost an auto- 
matic occurrence. It may take 
a few months to accomplish, 
but will naturally result if you 
are sufficiently motivated to 
hold your normal weight. 

Your face, which may become 
lean in the course of the diet, 
will fill out at the expense of 
slight excesses of body fat else- 
where. In most cases, the loose 
skin is absorbed. 

Some women patients have 
found that their husbands are 
their greatest enemies in the 
fight to return to the svelte 
figures of which they once 
prided themselves. I have 
found, however, that most hus- 
bands are enthusiastic about 
their wives’ dieting. These men 
fondly hope for the return of 
the day, just as do the women, 
when they’ will be able to show 
off the slim, attractive girl they 
married.

Well-meaning friends’ will 
often plague a dieting patient 
with advice. However, this free 
—and erroneous — advice is 
quite confusing to many dieters 
who are paying for professional 
services from their personal 
physicians. These self-appointed 
experts utter half-truths with 
an air of great assurance, but 
much of the information they 
hand out is undoubtedly op- 
posed to what the physician has 
been telling the patient. 

You will be told of seven-day 
diets, 2l-day diets, Hollywood 


-gliets and countless other types 
the— of faddist diets. Most of these 


cater to the self-indulgent oral 
tendencies of the majority of 
overweight people and for that 
reason are ineffective. 

The menace of the food fad- 
dist is perhaps the greatest of 
all being given wide circulation 
today. They may be well pub- 
licized and travel extensively on 
their lecture tours. They may 
attract thousands to listen and 
try—but what they offer is rare- 
ly valid scientifically. 

Primarily they advise self- 
treatment. This is potentially 
dangerous from both the psy- 
chological and physical stand- 
point, even though your best 
friend may think it’s “just the 
thing” for you. 

The thing to remember is to 
disregard your friends and rela- 
tives—unless they tell you to go 
to a physician and follow his 
advice. Otherwise you are head- 
ing for trouble.

most common beliefs 
patients have used to parry 
my questions as to why they 
thought they were overweight. 
Each has been disproved, thanks 
to science. 


How often have you heard 
people say: “It’s healthy to be 
fat.” ' 


The very opposite is true! It 
is unhealthy to be fat! Statistics 
issued by the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. showed that over- 
weight persons exhibit a rate of 
mortality far in excess of indi- 


viduals of normal or below- 
normal weight. 
Among the obese, statistics 


show a greater incidence of 
high blood pressure, hardening 


of the arteries, gall bladder dis- © 


eases and diabetes. The over- 
weight also are poorer risks on 
the operating table and tend, 
too, to recover with greater dif- 
ficulty from, or to succumb to, 
serious illness. 

“Isn't there any other way of 
my losing weight than dieting, 
doctor?” asked a very intelli- 
gent woman, “I’ve heard of so 
many cases of people who died 
because of dieting.” 

Dieting to lose excess fat is 
not starvation. Yet many are 
the stories which relate that 
persons actually dying of can- 
cer or some other wasting dis- 
ease are really on a diet. This is 
often the case because people 
tand, unreasonably, to place a 
sense of shame on cancer and 
like diseases. They would rather 
have friends and acquaintances 
think that dieting is responsible 
for the loss of weight.

Of course, when the “dieter” 
dies as the logical outcome of a 
fatal disease, the legend is per- 
petuated because of mistaken 
shame. 

No one has ever become seri- 
ously ill through dieting to lose 
excess fat, when the dieting is 
done properly under the super- 
vision of a physician. 

Another widely accepted piece 
of folklore is that “‘body resist- 
ance is lowered while dieting.” 
Persons who believe this will 
claim that they are more sus- 
ceptible to colds and other like 
infections. They will go so far 
as to blame on their diet a cold 
which they have contracted in 
the course of dieting despite the 
fact that most of the people 
about them have colds as well. 

As long as the vitamin, min- 
eral and protein intake is ade- 
quate, the body will not become 
deficient in any element neces- 
sary for good health. 


One man came up with an- 
other common piece of super- 
stition: “Isn't it less dangerous 
to diet slowly?” 

The answer is that it is not 
dangerous to diet slowly nor is 
it dangerous to diet quickly. 
Dieting quickly does not mean 
starvation. A weight-control re- 
gime which includes protein 
foods, vegetables and supple- 
mental yitamins will not permit 
starvation even though fat is 
lost rapidly. 

A frequently-held piece of mis- 
information is that “if weight is 
lost slowly, you will manage to 
maintain normal weight much 
longer.” Experience has not 
borne this out. 

“I'm not nervous when I'm 
overweight” is a belief that 
may have a vestige of truth in 
it superficially. 
who told me this actually felt 
better when he was overeating.

0 NE of the flaws in the s0- 


called “gadget bids” that 


have flooded the country in 
recent years is the fact that 
they convey very valuable ‘in- 
formation to the enemy. Here’s 
a typical illustration:

Thus his being overweight was 
the result of his satisfying oral 
cravings to cloak many of his 
disappointments. 


It is far better for such per- 
sons to reach a state of normal 
weight and suffer the nervous- 
ness which they are cloaking 
with fat. This is the only way 
that they have a chance of fac- 
ing reality and eventually solv- 
ing their problems in a mature 
manner. 

How often have you heard 
people say that “fat people ‘are 
happy and jolly; thin people are 
ill-tempered and wnhappy’’? 

Truthfully, most fat people 
act jolly to mask their true feel- 
ings. Their reputation for jol- 
liness is undeserved. They are 
insecure and therefore are al- 
most unconsciously motivated to 
be agreeable to associates, rela- 
tives and friends. 

“I guess it’s just my nature 
to be fat; it runs in the family.” 

I see red when I hear this bit 
of folklore. I cannot emphasize 
too strongly that fattiness or 
the tendency to overweight is 
not inherited. Physique, body 
build and stature may be in- 
herited—but not fat. In fami- 
lies where obesity tends to be 
prevalent, the only reason for 
this is because of an overem- 
phasis on eating habits. 
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é6 HIN people work off 
T tneit fat in nervous en- 
ergy, whereas everything 
I eat turns into fat and just 
stays.’ The fallacy here is that 
only excess food is turned into 
fat, the normal amount of food 
needed by the body goes to keep 

the body in running order. 

“The best way to lose weight 
is to eat all you want and work 
it off in exercise.” This is a 
great trick if you can do it. For 
example, if you think of a brisk 
walk as the type of exercise you 
prefer, consider that to take off 
one pound of fat from your 
body you would have to walk 
36 miles at a brisk. pace all the 
way. 

Unfortunately the only thing 
which exercise. will accomplish, 
aside from tightening up the 
muscles of your body, is to in- 
crease your appetite.

Fall Apples 
For Eating 


Or Cooking 


By Edith M. Barber 


PPLE BLOSSOM time has 
A been the theme of poem 
and song. Beautiful as the 
orchards ere in the spring, 
they are almost as lovely in the 
early fall, when the trees are 
loaded with colorful fruit. 
When the crop is liberal, 
branches may be so heavily 
laden that they must be prop- 
ped by poles. Apples must be 
picked before they fall of their 
own weight, as.they may do if 
left too long on the trees. Most 
late fall apples have excellent 
keeping qualities, and many 
will go in storage for later use.

SOME OF MY FONDEST 
childhood memories _ cluster 
around that big bow! of apples 
that, according to my father’s 
insistence, was always kept on 
the living-room table. He liked 
nothing better than to pare an 
apple with a long spiral of skin 
that must not break until he 
finished. Then he would cut 
the fruit in quarters, impale 
a piece on the point of his 
knife, and present it to each 
child in turn.

BECAUSE OUR APPLES 
were bought by the barrel, 
many were used for cooking. 
We loved brown betty, cobbler, 
dumplings and, of course, hot 
apple pie. Often two pies were 
made at once as father liked 
his flavored with nutmeg and 
mother preferred cinnamon. 

Some of the apples went into 
mincemeat. There were two 
types of recipes in my grand- 
mother’s cookbook, one with 
and one without meat. The lat- 
ter was used for everyday pie, 
and the former reserved for 
Thanksgiving or Christmas. 

Simmered “Baked” Apples. 

Three to four apples; one-half 
cup sugar; one and one-quarter 
cups hot water; two teaspoons 
butter or margarine; two tea- 
spoons lemon juice or one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon. 

Halve and core the apples 
and place in heavy skillet. Com- 
bine sugar and water. Add but- 
ter and flavoring. Pour over ap- 
ples. Cover and simmer over 
very low heat 15 to 20 minutes, 
until tender. Turn halves after 
10 minutes. Serve hot or cold.
